@Royal Marriage to 


Unite the Balkans 


One thing the Great War proved 
was the futility of depending upon 
royal alliances to maintain national 
alliances. The only royal marriage 
that seemed to carry on in the war and 
exert influence was that of King Con- 
stantine of Greece to the sister of the 
ex-Kaiser. This union did much to 
prolong the war and bedevil Greek 
politics, and its evil effect has not yet 
been wholly dissipated. But in the 
Balkans the idea survives that a royai 
marriage will do much to draw to- 
gether the nations represented. There 
is no doubt that the belief that the 
Little Entente will be strengthened 
lies behind the union to-day of 
King Alexander of Serbia and Princess 
Marie of Roumania. We trust the 
prognostications of the Balkan states- 


which had come to his father the re- 
sult of a brutal murder To-day he is 
ruler of a powerful nation. The prince 
had been rather a sickly youth, given 
to reading rather than to the martial 
exercises his countrymen delight in, 
but the Balkan war did much to im- 
prove his heaith, while the great war 
made a man of him. 


A F’ghting Prince. 


It was he who ordered the mobiliza- 
tion of the Serbian army and he led it 
with great gallantry. He was severe- 
ly wounded in the fighting around Be!- 
grade and narrowly escaped capture 
at Nish. Several attempts were made 
to assassinate him both when he was 
regent and after he became king. It 
was while he was lying in a Paris hos- 
pital suffering from appendicitis in 
1921 that he met the princess who is 
to become his wife, and if he was from 
the first strongly attracted by her it is 
not a matter for wonder since Princess 
Marie (pet name Mignon) has been 
known as the prettiest princess in Fu- 
rope. Her photographs show her to 
be a girl whose beauty would attract 
attention even if she were a commoner 
and that is something that could not 
honestly be said about several alleged 
beautiful princesses. She inherits al- 
so much of the grace and gaiety of her 
mother, who is one of the strongest 
personalities to be found in European 
royalty. 


At one time the name of the prin- 
cess was associated with that of the 
Prince of Wales. She had been edu 
cated in England and her mother was 
a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 
The young people were often in each 
other’s company, but it is presumed 
the sentiments they excited in each 
other were merely cousinly. It is to 
be noted, too, that the Prince of Wales 
as the most eligible young bachelor in 
the world, has had his name sentimen- 
tally associated with that of every 
marriageable princess in Europe as 
well as with several girls who are not 
princesses. Later on it was rumored 
that the princess was to become the 
bride ofKing Boris of Bulgaria. This 
was officially denied by the courts of 
both countries, and about the same 
time it was denied that King Alexan 
der would become the husband of Prin- 
cess of Sophie, daughter of Prince 
Emanuel, a member of the Bourbon- 
Orleans family. But after the meet- 
ing between the slowly convalescing 
king and Mignon, the rumors were fol- 
lowed by no denials and within a few 
months of their meeting there was an 
official announcement. 

As to the suitability of the match 
there can be little question. The prin 
cess is a charming girl of twenty-two, 
by no means too young to undertake 
her important responsibilities, and the 
king is a man@of thirty-four who has 
proved his manhood on the field of bat- 
tle. There is certainly material 
here for romance, heightened by the 
fact that the countries which are thus 
supposed to be drawn closer together 
were allies in the war and suffered to- 
gether. The air of romance , too, will 
be heightened by the traditions of the 
Serbians @oncerning marriages, royal 
as well as plebian. When the king of 
Roumania reaches the gates of Bel- 
grade, he will be met by King Alex- 
ander and the mayor bearing a golden 
tray with bread and salt as a pledge 
of Slavic hospitality. When the bride 
enters her new home she will carry 
with her a loaf of bread and a jug of 
wine, symbols of the joy she is to 
bring to the king. She will carry also 
articles of clothing for herself and 
her husband, for it is a Serbian custom 
that the bride provides not only her 
own trousseau but wedding raiment 
for her husband, She will then kiss 
an appropriate male child to indicate 
her desire that their first born may be 
a boy.

The great hunt for the Jesuit treas- 
ure chest located a few days ago by 
a magnetic divining rod, is now on. 
Promptly at noon to-day the lighter 
“Baltic,” equipped with a steam oper- 
ated clamshell dredge, was towed into 
position on the Dye River, just beside 
where the iron box, believed to contain 
the golden altar vessels of old Fort 
Sainte Marie and the pay chest of the 
troops of New France, has been locat- 
ed. At 12 o'clock the clamshell scoop 
took its first mouthful of silt. By 
sundown, when digging operations

It would seem that Romance has 
thrown her mantle over the spot. The 
maple cluster that grows upon the 
mound of what was once Fort Sainte 
Marie, overlooks the dredge from the 
distance, where the pleasant meadow 
is now was once a virgin forest, crowd- 
ed with hostile savages and far be- 
neath the silt and mud of years lies 
the sole memento that has remained 
undisturbed from the coming of the 
white man to Huronia. Even the 
lighter “Baltic” herself is not without 
high lights of romance. Built in 1850, 
she originally was a side-wheeler, run- 
ning on the great Mi ippi River: 
The river gamblers, made famous by 
Bret Harte and Mark Twain, once 
trod her decks and played their games 
of chance. As a blockade runner in | 
Civil War days, she was at once the 
pride of the South and the despair of | 
the North. Her owners in those riot- 
made a huge fortune by 
sneaking her past the guns of the 
Northern fleet.

FACTS ABOUT RADIO 


Radio waves in the air behave pretty 
much like waves in the water. 

Suppose a string is attached to a 
stone which is plunged in and out of 
the water, constantly sending out 
wave lengths—this is just the opera- 
tion of a radio transmitter during a 
sending. 

If the stone is large and more force 
or pressure is put behind it, the 
waves will travel outward further. 

Just so with a radio transmitter, 
If the source of power is greater, the 
electro-magnetic waves will travel a 
longer distance. 

But length of the wave will remain 
the same. The amount of power of 
a sending set has nothing to do with 
the wave length, 

Wave lengths depend on the am- 
ount of reductance and capacity in 
the antenna circuit of the set and the 
frequency with which the  alterna- 
tions takes place in the transmitted 
current. 

In the transmitting instrument 
there is an inductance consisting of a 
spiral coil or heavy copper wire which 
is variable. By means of this more 
inductance may be added and_ the 
wave length increased. 


If the main antenna has too much! 
| inductance 


and the wave length is too 
long, a condenser of about .001 caoa- 
s with the length 

Wave lengths travel with the speed 
of light—186,000 miles a second. 

The waves may be sent out :n one 
direction, if the artenna is construct- 
ed directionally. 

Take a large flat stone and let the 
largest surface strike the water first. 
The waves will travel with more vol- 
ume in one direction. 

In radio transmitting the direction- 


sal aerial is used only when the trans- 


mi‘ting stations want to throw the 
most of their energy in one direct’on. 
Broadcasting stations do not use di- 
rectional antennas, They ‘want tp 
cover the largest possible area.
